sae MINISTER LOFFMARK 
‘has announced that he was 
misunderstood when he urged, a 
few days ago, that British Colum- 
bia should unite in an economic and 
customs union with Washington, 
Oregon and California. He says that 
he made this proposal in full loyalty 
to Canada and without any intent 
to “prejudice Canada’s sovereignty 
and independence.” 
‘Mr. Loffmark’s profession of 
i loyalty must, of course, be accepted 
‘at full value. But his claim to be 
| offering intelligent suggestions for 
Canada’s betterment must be dis-' 
‘missed as nonsense. It seems to be 
Mr. Loffmark’s fate to be “mis- 
‘ understood” almost every time he 
* speaks in public. Yet his record of 
‘public utterances has, a persistent 
‘pattern of ideas which cannot be 
interpreted in-any other way than 
‘as harmful to Canada’s unity and 
\ Sovereignty. 
! He had hardly taken office when 
‘he adopted a British Columbia- 
‘versus-Canada attitude that has 


* been maintained with few lapses 


ever since. He saw the sinister in- 
terests of eastern Canada as work- 
ing for British—Columbia's—down- 
fall. He claimed that the federal 
government’s treatment of this 
province was leading the cabinet 
-to think in terms of separation from 
Canada. Last summer he urged 
that all tariff barriers between Can-

Yet the really major source of the 
present churning is something quite dif- 
ferent.

Prime Reason 
Lies in Past 


A prime reason evidently 
lies in Mr. 
The prime minister has been 
a diplomat, or a civil servant; 
almost all his life. However, 
there is a world of difference 
between a diplomat and a 
political leader. 

The diplomat, as a general 
rule, applies a policy. When 
he participates in the elabora- 
tion of this policy, he does it 
on behalf of other men who in 
the end will have to take the 
responsibility for it before 
public opinion. When he seeks 
a solution~ he works with 
representatives of other 
powers who have, each of 
them, their own national 
interests. This explains why 
the world of the diplomat is 
ideally one of nuances, com- 
promises, grey solutions. 

The political leader is, on 
the contrary, the man —on 
whom falls the responsibility 
for defining and defending 
policies. Even if he has not 
been the acfual father of the 
policies, he must shoulder the 
ultimate responsibility and 
defend them in the face of 
public opinion,

HONG ‘KONG — A dedi- 
cated Canadian woman whos 
job is literally to keep people 
alive passed through here 
recently to inspect areas 
where Canadian money is 
bringing new hope to poor 
people. 

Dr. Lotta Hitschmanova, 
director of the Unitarian 
Services Committee, was here 
to find out personally how the 
money raised by Canadians in 
last year's _nationwide USC 
appeal was being spent and to 
investigate future needs and 
special problems: of the 
underprivileged «citizens of 
Hong Kong. 

Canadians in 1965 ‘gave 
more than $960,000 to the 
USC, erry topping the 
target of $840,000. 


Times Helped 


Of this total end 000. was 
raised by newspapers of the 
F. P. Publications group, of 
which The Times is a 
member. : 

Dr, Hitschmanova's visit 
here before she flew on to 
India typified the personal 
touch stressed by the USC in 
its Bigs ew 

Hitschmanova took tea 
in the tiny, overcrowded 
homes of needy Chinese fami- 
lies, listened to their prob- 
lems, encouraged them to tell 
her their most pressing needs 
and always brough them the 
good wishes of the kind- 
hearted Canadians who are 
doing so much to help them. 

“We -always emphasize the 
personal. touch,” she ex- 


“We're not just an agency 
raising money. We always 
want to express the good will 
and the concern of Canadians 
over needy people in different 
parts of the-the world. 

“We want to help people te 
help themselves and we con- 
sider it-a-privilege to be able 
to help them. 

“This is why I always come 
and meet the poor people in 
person and talk to them, so 
they well understand that this 
is not just a business of dolars 
and cents but that the people 


in Canada are truly concerned 
about them. 

“Our basic business, you 
see, is literally to keep people 
alive and this is a very human 
and personal business,”’ 

The reaction she receives 
when she meets the people in 
person is overwhelming. 

“Usually they're a bit shy 


and reluctant to talk,” Dr, 
Hitschmanova said. 
“But really they're very 


eager to talk things over with 
me and once they've got over 
the shock of my uniform and 
overcome their shyness they 
tell me all about themselves 
— their children, how much 
money they have, how much 
they need to be able to feed 
and clothe their children and 
send them to school, all the 
essential things. 

“And when they understand 
that part of their money is 
coming from people in Canada 
who are generous enough to 
give, then they're truly grate- 
ful and often they ask me to 
say thank you to the people 
when I go back home. 

“It's a very touching and 
emotional experience and 
sometimes I think I must 
have the most emotional job 
in the world — the contrast of 
satisfaction in seeing a job 
well done and the challenge of 
the needs of the future.” 


Founded USC 


Dr Hitschmanova, who was 
born in Czechoslovakia and 
emigrated to Canada—in 1942, 
founded the USC herself in 
Ottawa in 1945. 

Now the non-denominational 
volunteer rehabilitation 
agency has a paid staff of 14 
in the Ottawa headquarters 
and 46 branches across Can-
